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Army Promotion and 
Retirement Discussed 


By HON. JOHN M. MORIN. 
Chairman, House Military Committee. 
JN the issue of the Army and Navy 

Journal for January 7, it was my 
privilege to present in its columns some 
remarks as Chairman of the Committee 
on Military Affairs on the general sub- 
ject of promotion and retirement in the 
Army from the legislative standpoint. 
The editors have asked me to comment 
from the same viewpoint on the pro- 
visions of H. R. 7743, the bill introduced 
by me that was prepared by the General 
Personnel Board and transmitted to Con- 
gress by the Secretary of War. 

I appreciate the fact that this bill 
covers a complicated and difficult sub- 
ject. I also appreciate tnat it was pre- 
pared by a group of general officers who 
have had long and disting ::shed careers 
in the Army who have no‘ only studied 
the subject, but who, during the past 
thirty or forty years have actually lived 
through the experiences of the vavious 
systems of promotion that have gov- 
erned the Army since the early nineties. 

Lauds Generals’ Attitude. 

It is the unanimous opinion, as_ ex- 
pressed in the report signed by all of 
these general officers, that this bill, if 
enacted into law, will have a material 
effect in increasing the efficiency of the 
Army. I have heard it said that no two 
officers agree absolutely on any scheme 
for promotion and, therefore, I think it 
is remarkable that these five generals 
came to a unanimous agreement on a 
plan, and it is a fine tribute to their 
broadminded interest in the service in 
agreeing on the report, regardiess of 
what may be their personal views on any 
particular subject. 

H. R. 7743 is in a degree a modifica- 
tion of some of the existing methods in 
carrying on the systems of promotion 
and retirement in the Army which have 
been in effect for many years. The pres- 
ent single list is preserved without 
change and there is no departure from 
the long established custom of promotion 
by seniority of service. These two fea- 
tures seem to be popular with the Army 
and I do not believe Congress will be 
inclined to change them. 

The pian of promotion second and first 
lieutenants and captains after three, ten 
and seventeen years of service, respec- 
tively, is an application to these grades 
of the system provided by the National 
Defense Act for the promotion of Med- 
ical Officers and Chaplains of all grades. 

Proper Flow for Juniors. 

This method will provide a reasonable 
flow of promotion for the junior officers 
who merit consideration, while the un- 
deserving will be eliminated through the 
process of examination proposed and by 
classification. 

As this method of promotion will pro- 
vide a more rapid advancement for 
junior officers, H. R. 7743 provides in 
Section 1 for somewhat higher per- 
centages of officers in the grade 
of lieutenant colonel, colonel, and gen- 
eral officers. It is necessary to thus 
enlarge the “neck of the bottle,” so to 
speak, to avoid crowding officers into the 
intermediate grades with no prospect 
of securing further advancement. Such 
a plan will practically overcome the 
necessity for any forced attrition, which 
seems to be the cause of much rather 
bitter comment, and would seem to offer 
an agreeable solution to this problem. 
After an officer has served twenty-five 
or thirty years, other things being equal, 
he should be given every opportunity. to 
become a colonel or a general. The few 
etxra dollars that it will cost to maintain 
them in time of peace will be repaid

Congress to Decide 
West Point Housing 


J AINTENANCE of the historic build- 

ings of the United States Military 
Academy, West Point, N. Y., now rests 
with Congress. The report of the West 
Point Construction Board, recommending 
a building program calling for the ex- 
penditure of $6.090,000, as submitted 
to the Military Commitiee of the House 
of Representatives, avoids the compli- 
cations involved in deciding whether or 
not old buildings are to be razed in or- 
der to make way for the new. 

As reported in the Army and Navy 
Journal of November 5, 1927, clashing 
of “the two schools of thought” has re- 
sulted in no specific mention being made 
of the fact that in order to complete the 
program recommended certain of the 
existing buildings at the Academy must 
either give way for the new or be so 
“remodeled” as to practically constitute 
a different structure. 

Favor Landmark Retention. 

Indications are that developments be- 
fore the Military Affairs Committees 
will cause a consderable stir in Army 
circles. It is understood the War De- 
partment looks with disfavor upon any 
construction operations which would de- 
stroy iandmarks which for many years 
have been part of the famed group of 
buildings constituting “The Point.” 

On the other hand, the attitude of the 
majority of the members of the Military 
Committee seems to be one of absolute 
confidence in the ability of the Quarter- 
master and Engineer Officers at West 
Point to decide what should be done in 
the best interests of the Academy and 
cite the fact that these officers are as- 
signed to their duty by law and have 
been in close contact with the needs of 
West Point for some time past. 

The report of the Board has been sub- 
mitted to the Committee on Military 
Affairs of the House of Representatives 
at the request of Chairman Morin, al- 
though final action on its recommenda- 
tions had not been taken by the War 
Department. It is expected that the War 
Department will approve the report and 
notify the Committee at once. 

Present Facilities Inadequate. 

Findings of the Board reveal that the 
present facilities of the Military Acad- 
emy are far from adequate and that, as 
a result, much discomfort, inconvenience, 
and inefficiency is unavoidable due to the 
overcrowded conditions existing. 

Among the specific needs, as outlined 
by the Board, are a new Cadet Barracks 
including a Visitors’ Room, where Cadets 
may receive various members of their 
families and friends and where proper 
facilities for all visitors may be pro- 
vided. At the present time only one 


small room is available for this purpose

Army-Navy Agreement 


Still Held Possible 


JINIS is not yet written to efforts to 
secure an athletic agreement on eligi- 
bility between the Military and Naval 
Academies which will allow the playing 
of the 1928 Army-Navy football game at 
Philadelphia, November 24. In the face 
of a joint official pronouncement by the 
Superintendents of the Academies a few 
days ago that the game was “definitely 
off,” rumors persist to the effect that 
a compromise is still possible. 

There are intimations that if all other 
efforts fail it is possible for the Com- 
mander-in-Chief to order the contest to 
be played. 

Interested Groups Silent. 

In the meanwhile, except for state- 
ments issued ths week to the press by 
Representative Britten, ranking member 
of the Naval Affairs Committee, and 
Chairman John M. Morin, of the House 
Mili’ sry Affairs Com-:ittce, all those in- 
terested in Service and political circles 
decline to comment, there being a gen- 
eral feeling that if no more fuel is added 
to the controversy by partisan state- 
ments, prospects for an amicable adjust- 
ment wiil brighten considerably. 

The Secretaries of War and Navy, and 
ranking officers of both Services, al- 
though greatly interested, adhere to 
their refusal to comment on the prob- 
lem, which in their opinion is still an 
inter-Academy matter. 

Although there has been no official 
statement indicating receptiveness on 
the part of either Academy to compro- 
mise, it is understood that in Service 
circles there has been considerable dis- 
cussion of a “reasonable adjustment” of 
the eligibility question. It has been 
pointed out the Navy generally recog- 
nizes the fact that if Army had signed 
the original 1928 contract, putting the 
sweeping eligibility clause in effect this 
year, it would practically destroy the 
Army eleven. For this reason it is un- 
derstood that, should the Military Acad- 
emy indicate it intended to adopt eligi- 
bility rules and desired to take this ac-. 
tion within the next two or three years, 
commencing with the current year, there 
is little doubt that a satisfactory agree- 
ment could be reached. To date any sug- 
gestion such as the above has met with 
the reiterated statement in Army cir- 
cles that West Point would not change 
its original position on eligibility in any 
respect. 

Developments Expected. 

The apparent impasse may be changed 
by sudden developments at any time. As 
the Army and Navy Journal pointed out 
in its last issue, the date of Nov. 24 is 
still open on both schedules. Press ru- 
mors during the week that the Navy 
would announce that it had scheduled 
Princeton, or Georgetown, or some other 
leading college for that date, are said 
to be without foundation. It is a fore- 
gone conclusion that the Naval Academy 
will schedule Princeton or some other 
team when all hope for a game with Army 
has faded, but such announcement is not 
expected in the near future unless the Ca- 
dets suddenly schedule a game. Chair- 
man Morin’s suggestion of opponents is 
the only pronouncement concerning the 
Military Academy schedule which indi- 
cated that the Cadets might fill that 
date in the near future, although the 
Army authorities are also preparing for 
eventualities. ; 

Representative Britten, ranking mem- 
ber of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, expressed hope for the game a 
few days ago in a statement issued to 
the press. He said: 

“I'm under the impression that the pres-

On Navy Building Plan 


HE Navy’s cards are all on the table, 
For the first time since the Wash- 
ington Conference, the American public 
is given a clear insight into what is 
needed to maintain an adequate Navy 
and is frankly told what the cost will be. 
Appearing before the House Naval 
Affairs Committee on the five-year 
building program, Secretary Wilbur, in 
response to questions, revealed the scope 
of the General Board’s twenty-year pro- 
gram providing for new construction and 
replacement at a total cost of approxi- 
mately $2,500,000,000. His statement on 
the program appears on Page 394, 

Before the hearings are concluded it 
is highly probable that the ful! report 
of the board will be made public to give 
an opportunity for a full and free dis- 
cussion, 2s was forecast in the issue of 
the Army and Navy Journal of Septem. 
ber 3. 

Figures Not Startling. 

First announcement of the Administra- 
tion program for the next five years, en- 
tailing an exvenditure of seven and a 
quarter-million dollars caused a sensa- 
tion. It will be recalled that back in 
1916 when expenditure were figured in 
hundreds of thousands and millions and 
billions were rarely heard of, the Con- 
gress authorized the historic 1916 pro- 
gram of new construction at a total cost 
of approximately nine and a half million 
dollars which if figured on the present 
value of the dollar was equal to a billion 
and a half of today’s money. By com- 
parison the present figures are not so 
startling. 

At the opening of the committee hear- 
ing the Secretary “sounded off” the Ad- 
ministration fight for the five-year build- 
ing program providing for 25 cruisers, 
5 aircraft carriers, 9 destroyer leaders 
and 32 submarines. Declaring his be- 
lief that “America needs a first-class 
Navy” that would be strong enough to 
“protect commerce, preserve our ocean 
trade routes and provide adequate na- 
tional defense,” he said he felt that by 
the carrying out of the proposed pro- 
gram the “danger of ws” would _ be 
greatly minimized if not entirely met. 

Is Not Competitive. 

He pointed out that the program was 
not a competitive building measure but 
was based on the needs of the Navy and 
was well within the treaty ratio. Ob- 
viously the programs of other nations 
play a part in the board’s estimates of 
the Navy’s needs but the proposed con- 
struction is intended to remedy the ex- 
isting deficiencies in auxiliary craft. 

Questioned by Representative Vinson, 
of Georgia, senior Democrat on ‘the 
committee, Mr. Wilbur said that the war 
craft, which the Navy already has asked 
Congress to authorize, would be neces- 
sary te provide a first-class sea force, 
adding that he had testified Wednesday 
that the need for additional cruisers was 
imperative. 

Chairman Butler asked the Secretary 
upon his next appearance before the 
committee to describe “what a first-class 
Navy is,” and added that: “You have 
made a statement here that will shock 
the country when you say that the 


United States has not a first-class 
Navy.” 
Representative Britten, of Illinois, 


senior Republican committee member, 
questioned the Secretary closely as to 
why the Navy Department, in submit- 
ting the $725,000,000 program, had not 
requested Congress to provide for its 
completion within a specified time. He 
declared that, for one, he did not wish 
only a “paper fleet.”

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Proposed “No- War” Pact Rouses World-Wide Press Discussion 





VPEALISM AND PRACTICABILITY are the two great clashing issues in editorial 

discussion here and abroad on the proposed Franco-American “no-war” treaty. 
Admitting that the purpose of the treaty is lofty, editors generally find practical 
»bstacles which many consider insurmountable. The press here is divided on the 
purpose and benefit of the treaty, the trend of comment being that the United States 
should never accept any pact which involves its sovereignty. In Europe and the 
Jrient skeptical views and caustic critcism feature newspaper expressions on the 
subject. Advocates of the League of Nations profess to see in the move a “left- 
handed alliance” which rivals the League. 


HE Washington Post (Independent Republican) couples the pending pact with 

the Navy question and says: “The renunciation of war—all kinds of war—is 
asked by the United States of all nations. They will not accept the proposal. They 
have already agreed to wage war whenever they conclude any nation is an aggressor. 
* * * each side will claim that the other is the aggressor. The United States will 
be neutral. Its commerce will be attacked and destroyed. If it does not possess a 
Navy strong enough to protect its commerce its rights will be outraged and it will 
go to war.” 

The Charleston (S.-C.) News and Courier (Democratic) takes the stand that 
“the endeavor of the United States to appear as chief apostle of the brotherhood of 
man, while refusing to join the organized brotherhood of man, becomes daily a more 
difficult pose.” 


THE Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican) holds that “as for the League of Nations 

there is nothing in the agreement as now outlined threatening its security or 
prestige. These negotiations should go through with no undue raising of mere 
technical issues.” 

The Baltimore Sun (Democratic) believes that “what the French Government 
desires is no treaty encouraging international peace so much as a treaty protecting 
France in the event of another war.” 

The New York Times (Democratic) feels “The Secretary of State has taken a 
long step toward formulating the answer to the question which has vexed statesmen 
at Geneva.” 

The New York Sun (Republican) considers the proposition “arbitration, not 
alliance;” while the New York World (Democratic) thinks the Bryan treaty covers 
the ground better than any new pact and “can provide a sound basis for peace be- 
tween two nations.” 


—T" E Chicago Tribune (Independent Republican) states “We still adhere to tht ica 

that peace is in the wish, will and disposition of the people and not in the paper 
writings they sign or the machinery they set up.” The San Francisco Chronicle 
(Independent) sees some aspects of realism to the suggested treaty and concludes 
“It is in the spirit of peace and it is all the more effective for being based on actual 
conditions and not wholly an idealism condemned in advance to collapse under stress. 
The San Diego Union (Republican) declares “Only nations unwilling to make war 
upon each other will undertake an agreement of that kind, and the undertaking 
Itself will strengthen the will to peace.”

Commerce Chambers for Defense | 


ON THE Continent the French press ranges from commendation by Le Temps 

and other papers for the “good moral effect” to criticism voiced in La Liberte, 
which holds France and America will never get together since France seeks “surety” 
and the United States “universal neutrality.” The Paris Midi, Leland Stowe of 
the N. Y. Herald-Tribune reports, asks “Is it a step toward Geneva? Or is it 
a disguised torpedoing of the League of Nations?” The Journal des Debats says, 
“the State Department, for effect abroad, prefers to be doing something rather 
than signing a formal document” in discussing Washington’s objections to the 
limiting phrase of “wars of aggression.” 


(THE German press, the Philadelphia Public Ledger Foreign Service reports, is 

“eager to see a U. S.-French Agreement” and quotes the Frankfurter Zeitung, 
“The suceess of the American proposal would insure a more effective protection 
and peace than most international agreements since the end of the war.” La 
Tribuna, defines Italy’s attitude as skeptical, remarking ironically “this was all 
done in the name of democracy,” Frederick Hollowell of the N. Y. Herald-Tribune 
radios. The Soviet reaction to the proposition is described as favorable, the news- 
paper Isvestia saying: “The growth of American economic expansion and the 
unusual tension of Anglo-American rivalry has put an end to the former dependence 
of the comparatively young American diplomacy upon her mother diplomats in 
London.” 


N THE “tight little isle,” the London Morning Post observes: “In plain words, 
the United States engages never to fight their old friend, France, on a question 
of no importance. If something worth fighting about arises, well that is a different 
matter. It will be interesting to learn whether, in inviting adhesion to a solemn 
resolution renouncing war as a weapon of policy, the United States will make the 
same reservation.” The Daily Telegraph points out that “the League pledge 
has the advantage of being already in existence and of an abiding force” and 
cannot see any “improvement upon this pledge” in the proposed treaty, The 
Manchester Guardian comments as follows: “A purely declaratory statement of 
intentions is hardly enough. No nation ever intends war. It is always provoked, 
or thinks itself provoked.” 


HE British weekly press support their daily colleagues, the Public Ledyev’s 
London Bureau cables. The New Statesman fears “the plan cannot be taken 
very seriously.” The Saturday Review declares “it hardly comes into the orbit of 
reality” and the Nation thinks it difficult to “iake the proposal very seriously.” 
The Spectator queries, “What about the Senate? What about Congress?” in 
reference to the pact. Across the seas, the Britain of the Far East, Japan, comes to 
the conclusion in its press that while the proposal is pleasing, the immigration 
question bars any anti-war treaty between the Island Empire and the United States. 
The Osaki Mainighi says: “We would not feel justified in undertaking any far- 
reaching engagement without first having it settled.”

S-4 Inguiry Continues 

(7ITH the removing the bodies of the 

victims of the S-4 disaster virtually 
completed, with the exception of those 
in the sealed torpedo compartment which 
are to remain until the wreck is raised, 
the Naval Court of Inquiry transferred 
its activities to the scene of the disaster 
on Jan. 12. 

The destroyer Mau-y was the ship 
designated to take Rear Adm. Jackson, 
president of the court, and his colleagues, 
Rear Adm. Julian L. Latimer and Capt. 
J. V. Logan, to the waters off Wood End, 
where divers from the salvage fleet have 
succeeded in recovering the bodies of 32 
of the 40 entombed members of the sub- 
marine’s crew. 

The naval court was accompanied to 
Provincetown by Comdr. Leslie E. Brat- 
ton, judge advocate, and other counsel 
appearing at the hearing, by Lieut. 
Comdr. John S. Bayliss, defendant in 
proceedings because he was in command 
of the destroyer Paulding when _ it 
rammed the submersible, and four sub- 
marine officers. 

The trip will allow Admiral Jackson 
and his court to reconstruct on the scene 
the circumstances of the collision. 

During the seven days in which the 
court has been in session, which has been 
devoid of any sensational developments, 
the testimony has covered a wide range 
and indicates the thoroughness’ with 
which every phase of the disaster is to be 
investigated. Officers of the Coast Guard 
Destroyer Paulding have testified in de- 
tail. Lt. C. J. Flotte, medical officer 
of the salvage operations, told the court 
that in his opinion carbon dioxide caused 
the death of the six men imprisoned 
alive in the S-4 before oxygen reached 
them. Lt. Comdr. J. S. Bayless, com- 
manding the destroyer, who has been 
formally named as a defendant, testified, 
freely responding to questions put to 
him. Rear Admiral Philip Andrews, 
Commandant of the First Naval District, 
covered a wide range in his testimony. 
He stated that naval routine was shat- 
tered to meet the emergency and paid 
high tribute to the spirit of cooperation 
of naval personnel and civilian trans- 
portation systems in getting the rescuc 
machinery into operation. 

To save the entire crew of 40 of the 
sunken submarine S-4 rather than to pro- 
vide six men in the torpedo room of the 
vessel with a little air was the first effort

Sooner or later, if the Secretaries of War 
and Navy do not reach an agreement to 
play, the President will direct that the an- 
nual service game be arranged in the same 
manner that he ordered it played in Chi- 

cago last year. 

“Besides the Midshipmen, a number of 
universities are more or less ‘crowding’ 
West Point to adopt the three-year eligibil- 
ity rule, but so far it has remained ob- 
durate, ‘and it is up to the Government 
to stop this military snobbery,” Mr. Brit- 
ten continued. 

“The Army is hiding behind its military 
uniform to continue sticking to its obnox- 
ious athletic policy, and it is up to it to 
get off its high horse and play ball. Un- 
less it does, it is only a matter of time 
when it will be blacklisted by all colleges. 

“Notre Dame already has written to 
West Point, advising officials that unless 
Army adopts the athletic eligibility rules 
of other colleges, the South Bend team 
will not play the Cadets again. Notre 
Dame is a member of the Indiana Confer- 
ence of Colleges, and I have in my files 
a letter from Coach Knute Rockne stat- 
ing that this conference has given Notre 
Dame an ultimatum of either playing only 
teams with standard eligibility rules or 
withdrawing from the State body—and 
Notre Dame will not do the latter.” 

Representative John M. Morin, Chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, after calling on the Secretary 
of War Jan. 11 made in effect the fol- 
lowing statement with reference to the 
Army-Navy football controversy to the 
press correspondents: 

“[T have suggested to the Secretary of 
War that West Point schedule at once a 
football game in lieu of the Navy game, 
same to be played at Soldiers Field, Chi- 
cago. I understand that both Minnesota 
and Leland Stanford Universities have been 
suggested as possible opponents. Such a 
game would give Westerners an opportun- 
ity to see the Army team and the Corps 
of Cadets and would be beneficial to both 
the people of the country and the Military 
Academy. 

“Authorities of the Military Academy in 
refusing to adopt the eligibility rules cer- 
tainly acted in the best interests of the 
school. If both service institutions were 
to adopt the three-year eligibility rule and 
observe it conscientiously, the standard of 
play would be so lowered that neither would 
be able to compete with first-class colleges 
within a few years. Should the eligibility 
rule be adopted, the Army-Navy game 
would cease to be the high-class exposi- 
tion of football that it now is, attracting 
as it does the interest of the entire na- 
tion, and would become hardly more note- 
worthy than other service games. 

“At present 53 per cent of the student 
personnel of the Military Academy is made 
up of cadets who attended college prior 
to their entrance to the Military Acad- 
emv If those men were barred from par- 
ticipation in athletics only five or six hun- 
dred students would be left from which to 
select teams to compete with Yale, Har- 
vard, Notre Dame and other colleges. 

“As a result of the conference between 
General Winans and Admiral Nulton, and 
the correspondence which previously had 
passed between them, there was nothing 
for General Winans to do but agree to a 
break. West Point should schedule a 
game for Nov. 24 as soon as possible. By 
waiting any longer the opportunity to 


schedule a high-class opponent may be 
lost. 
“T am interested in the controversy 


chiefly from the standpoint of the services 
and am of the opinion that its settlement 
should be left to the Superintendents of 
the two Academies. Certainly it is not a 
proper subject for the attention of Con- 
gress.”

Major General Winans, of the Mili-

The insertion of the 
eligibility clause in the business contract 
for the 1928 game was an ultimatum from 
our point of view, and it was with reluc- 
tance that I informed you that if you de-

A FTER the conference between

Winans, superintendents of the Naval 
Academy and Military Academy, re- 
spectively, had a conference in Wash- 
ington today. Athletic relations of the 
two academies were discussed in a 
most friendly fashion. They were un- 
able to reach an agreement on the 
three-year eligibility rule and have 
mutually agreed that the Army and 
Navy game for 1928 will not be 





played.” 











from the remainder of the four-year con- 
tract. Since then our correspondence on the 
subject has been limited to your proposal 
that the contract be voided by mutual 
agreement, and my reply that we could not 
agree thereto, as it was not our desire te 
see a severance of the athletic relations be- 
tween the two academies. 

“The authorities of the Military Academy 
do not look forward with favor to athletic 
schedules which do not contain Navy teams 
as the opponents which merit our main 
consideration. Frankness compels me to 
state that we do not intend to recede from 
our position on the eligibility rule in view 
of its relation to the fundamental principles 
which have guided this institution for over 
a century. However, I wish to make every 
practical effort in order that the way may 
be clear for the possibility of an eventual 
agreement between the two academies. 

“Therefore, if you do not consider your- 
self committed to a definite severance of 
athletic relations and if you should feel that 
any further discussion on our part might 
lead to a better understanding, I should be 
glad to join you therein. In any event, may 
I hope that you will give me your definite 
decision in reference to next year’s game 
at an early date?

On January 6, 1928, Rear Admiral 
Nulton sent the following letter to Gen- 
eral Winans:

With reference to 
the status of the four-year agreement, that 
agreement was definitely cancelled and the 
Naval Academy released therefrom. My 
letter of Dec. 16, 1927, expressed the definite 
wish to have the contract canceled. 

“Your telegram of Dec. 17 in reply to my 
letter stated, ‘Please consider the Naval 
Academy as released from the contract of 
October, 1926, if such are its wishes,’ at the 
same time expressing regret. And your tele- 
gram of Dec. 19 stated that you regretted 
you could not consider the cancellation by 
mutual consent, but ‘under the circum- 
stances we released you from the contract,’ 
stating further it was not your desire to see 
the cordial athletic relations between the 
two academies severed. I, therefore, have 
and do now consider the contract or agree- 
ment as definitely cancelled.

Cavalry Fire Power Doubled 
HE War Department has authorized 
an increase in the strength of the 
artillery of the cavalry division (war 
strength) from one battalion (horse) to 
one regiment (horse). 

A recent reorganization of the cav- 
alry regiments considerably increased 
their numerical strength and added to 
each a machine gun troop. This necessi- 
tates a relative increase in the artillery 
fire power of the cavalry division. There 
are additional reasons which make such 
an increase desirable. Usually, the cav- 
alry division marches in two columns, 
each of which should be accompanied by 
a battalion of artillery. Very often a 
brigade is detached on an independent 
mission the accomplishment of which 
necessitates the fire support of not less 
than a battalion of artillery. As a cav- 
alry diviison normally is not part of a 
corps, it cannot look to corps artillery 
for additional artillery support, as can 
infantry divisions. This makes it the 
more desirable for the cavalry division 
to have with it at all times such artil- 
lery as will be needed ordinarily. 

While the additional artillery will in- 
crease the road occupied by the cavalry 
division, it is thought that compensation 
for this disadvantage will be more than 
offset by the additional fire power.

Army Notes. | 


'MHE Recruiting Service of the Phila- 

delphia Recruiting District during 
the calendar year 1927 made an exceed- 
ingly high increase over the preceding 
year in the number of enlistments ob- 
tained. The District also surpassed the 
highest previous peace time record by a 
very wide margin. During 1926 there 
were 4,174 applicants of which 1,724 
were enlisted—a percentage of 41.3 per 
cent. During 1927 there were 5,589 ap- 
plicants of which 2,813 were enlisted— 
a percentage of 50.3 per cent. Notwith- 
standing the fact that all recruiting (ex- 
cept for prior service men) was closed 
during December, the District realized 
the pleasing results of 64.2 per cent in- 
crease in production over the year of 
1926. The highest previous record was 
established in 1924 when 2,016 recruits 
were enlisted. This record was beaten 
by an increase of 40.4 per cent. 

The Star Recruiter who established a 
yearly record which is considered one 
of the best (if not the best) in the Army, 
was Sgt. I. Perlmutter, D. E. M. L., R. S., 
F. F. Sgt. Perlmutter brought in 702 
applicants of which 354 were enlisted. 
He worked 290 days, thereby averaging 
more than 1.2 enlistments per working 
day. 





Upon the request of Maj. Gen. Edwin 
B. Winans, Superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy, General Bul- 
lard visited the Military Academy on 
January 3, and gave a talk to the officers 
and the First Class. His subject was 
reminiscences illustrating the principles 
taught at West Point as embodied in the 
motto: “Duty, Honor, Country,” with 
especial emphasis on matters pertaining 
to Leadership. The privilege of hear- 
ing the distinguished leader of the 2nd 
Army during the World War was greatly 
appreciated by both officers and cadets.

According to recent tabulated figures, 
the annual consumption of laundry soap 
in the Army amounts to approximately 
thirty carloads, Although the market 
price of laundry soap has advanced one 
and one-half per cent during the past 
year, its cost to the Army will be approx- 
imately $20,000 less than that of the 
fiscal year 1926, due to the application 
of modern business methods to the 
Army’s system of purchase under the 
direction of former Assistant Secretary 
of War, MacNider. By lump purchases 
it has been possible to attract the most 
economical producers and to obtain keen 
competition and the lowest prices.

As a result of their ratings in the 
Individual and Leadership Phases, the 
platoons which were selected, after pre- 
liminary competition, to compete in the 
test, were awarded the following scores: 

Platoon from Troop “G,” Seventh Cav- 
alry, Lt. M, B. Crandall, 86 per cent; 
Platoon from Troop “C,” Seventh Cav- 
alry, Lt. J. A. Whelen, jr., 81 per cent; 
Platoon from Troop “A,” Eighth Cav- 
alry, Li.

The prize will take the form of a piece 
of silver suitably engraved and of the 
value of $135 to Lieutenant Crandall, 
and a cash amount to each enlisted man 
of the platoon as follows:

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EXTRA PAY FOR AIDES IS PROPOSED. 
AXTRA pay for White House aides and aides to the Chief of Staff and Deputy 
4 Chief of Staff of the Army is proposed in a bill (S. 1985) which has been intro- 
duced by Senator Tyson, of Tennessee. The compensation advocated in the bill is 
based upon the extra “allowance” which is now provided by law for the aides to 
General Officers of the line, namely, $200 per year. 

The law which sets $200 as the maximum extra allowance for officers detailed 
as aides is more than fifty years old. At present it is estimated that an officer 
detailed to the White House as an aide must make an initial outlay from his personal 
funds of at least $800 for uniform and equipment, which means that unless he has 
a private income, in addition to his Army pay, he is practically barred from service 
ef this nature. 

In addition to the Military and Naval aides to the President there are ten junior 
ofticers from each Service, who are known as White House aides. These young men 
are selected from their respective Services and invited to accept the appointment, which 
js considered an honor. Whether or not they are in a financial position to bear the 
added expense involved, they are practically without choice, for no officer could grace- 
fully decline an invitation from his Commander-in-Chief on the grounds that he could 
not afford to accept. 

Senator Tyson’s bill has been referred to the War Department for comment, 
but the Department must abide by the decision of the Bureau of the Budget in all 
matters pertaining to finance. However, indications are that this legislation will 
not be in conflict with the financial program of the President. 





ARMY GRIDIRON STARS WIN HONORS IN SERVICE. 
West POINT’S former gridiron stars have produced for their country fourteen 

General Officers; four of their number have won the Distinguished Service Cross; 
seventeen of them bear on their breast the ribbon of the Distinguished Service 
Medal, and three have been kilied in action in the two wars that the Nation has en- 
gaged in since football was introduced at the Military Academy in 1890, the Army 
Information Service at New York City states. 

This is not a bad percentage for the 318 wearers of the coveted football “A” 
who have graduated from the United States Military Academy up to and including 
the class of 1926, the Service declares, basing its statement upon the records of the 
Military Academy. 

Fourteen cadets who won their “A” as members of the first-string football teams 
have reached the grade of General Officer. These include J. W. Heavey, of the class 
of 1891; P. W. Davison, 92; C. W. Kutz and W. H. Smedburg, ’93; D. E. Aultman, 
794. who won the D. S. C. in France; R. J. Burt, A. G. Lott, D. E. Nolan, and E, L. 
King, ’96, the last two named winning both the Distinguished Service Cross and the 
Distinguished Service Medal overseas; W. DB. Connor and H. C. Smither, ’97; M. 
Craig, 98; S. Heintzelman, ’99, and F. P. Lahm, of the class of 1901. 


DOUBLE PENSIONS FOR SUB AND AIR PERSONNEL. 
MENDMENT of the existing pension law to provide for double pensions for 
dependents of naval personnel who lose their lives in submarine disasters is 
favored by the Navy Department. Senator Fletcher has introduced a bill to this 
effeci in the Senate and Representative Andrew one in the House. 

The present law carries the specific provision that where deaths occur among 
Navy flying personnel as the result of crashes, the dependents are entitled to double 
pensions and the Department believes that this benefit should apply also in the 
submarine service. Under the plan now under consideration the amendment would 
be retroactive so as to apply to the dependents of those who lost their lives in the 
S-51 and S-4 disasters. 

As there is no similar pension for Army flying persennel, Senator Fletcher 
has also introduced a bill granting double pension in all cases where an officer 
or enlisted man of the Army dies or is disabled in line of duty as the result of an 
aviation accident. 

NAVY SEEKS SINGLE OFFICER PAY REMEDY. 

N earnest effort will be made by the Navy Department to remedy the existing 

discrimination against the bachelors of the Navy under the present pay law. 
The Department is giving serious attention to proposed legislation which will prob- 
ably provide for the present reduced allowances for officers without dependents 
ashore to be extended to them while on sea duty. This it is estimated will remove 
a major portion of the difference tn pay now existing between them and officers 
with dependents 

CAPTAINS KIMBERLY AND SMITH ON MUNITIONS BOARD. 

(THE Navy Dpartment this week announced the selection of Capt. V. A. Kimberly, 

U. S. N., and Capt. N. W. Smith, Civil Engineer Corps, as the Navy members 
of the Joint Munitions Board as provided for in the First Deficiency Act, the Army 
members being Brig. Gen. Samuel Hof and Major L. B. Moody. 

The Board will convene in the near future and begin its survey of ammunition 
depots with special reference to those in dangerous proximity to cities and thickly 
populated areas. 





CITIZENS SHOW INTEREST IN NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

THE CONGRESSIONAL RECORD the other day contained a paragraph which 

will give real satisfaction to the Army. It announced that Senator Bingham, 
of Connecticut, had presented a resolution adopted by the Exchange Club, of New 
Britain, Conn., favoring the passage of legislation providing adequate and proper 
housing for the Army. Whiie it is true the attitude of the President and the 
Congress is most friendly in the matter of making provisions for better living 
conditions, it is likewise true that resolutions such as the Exchange Club adopted 
will cause official Washington to realize the continuing interest of the people in 
this vital subject. We do not know the New Britain Exchange Club, but it is ap- 
parent that its members are far-seeing patriots who keep in touch with the interests 
of the Nation and consequently of the Services which are necessary for its defense. 





ANTI-WAR TREATY DOES NOT MEAN ALLIANCE. 

SECRETARY KELLOGG HAS presented an American arbitration proposal to 

France, It does not contemplate outlawing war but “banishing” it. The Presi- 
dent recently announced that the Constitution would not permit an agreement to 
outlaw war, since Congress alone has the power to declare war. But Senator 
Borah and Secretary Kellogg are of a contrary opinion. It is their view that as 
the Constitution provides that Treaties shall be the “supreme law” of the land, it 
is possible to make such an arrangement as that proposed by the head of the State 
Department. 
: Be that as it may, we understand the plan to “banish” war comprehends the 
inclusion of all nations in like agreements. In other words we will not sign the 


suggested treaty with France alone. This is sound sense and obviates the idea 
of an alliance with France or any other State. We have heard of a powerful nation 
regarding a treaty as a scrap of paper and we can only be hopeful that while 
negotiating these peace facts we will not fail to heed the latter part of the Roose- 
veltian administration to “carry a big stick.” 











COOLIDGE TO BE IN CUBA TOMORROW. 
CCOMPANIED by Secretary of State Kellogg and Secretary of the Navy Wilbur 
and a delegation of other national leaders in American public life, President 
Coolidge left Washington on January 12, for Havana, Cuba, on his first trip outside 
the United States. 

As the opening speaker before the Pan-American Congress, he will sound the 
key note of America’s attitude and will make plain to the delegates from 20 nations 
that this country has no imperialistic designs in its relations with its southern 
neighbors. 

The trip will keep the chief executive away from the capital six days. Traveling 
on a special train, the party will make a brief stay at Pensacola, the only stop 
en route, and then proceed to Key West. There the U. S. S. Texas, flagship of 
the U. S. Fleet is waiting to take the President abroad early Sunday morning. The 
cruiser Memphis and six destroyers, the Hatfield, Brooks, Gilmer, Lawrence, Kane, 
and Williamson, will form a naval escort for the Texas on the trip across. 

The arrival at Havana of the flagship, accompanied by its convoy of destroyers, 
will start a series of brilliant functions. 

The two Secretaries and Charles Evans Hughes, who will represent the United 
States after the President leaves for home, will make the trip south with Mr. 
Coolidge, as will Henry P. Fletcher, Ambassador to Italy; James Brown Scott, an 
authority on international law; Ray Lyman Wilbur, president of Leland Stanford 
University, and Morgan J. O’Brien, a former Federal judge of New York, all 
members of the delegation. 

Oscar W. Underwood, former senator from Alabama, and Dr. L. S. Rowe, 
director of the Pan-American Union, and other members, will reach Havana before- 
hand and the whole party will be joined there by Ambassador Judah, who recently 
was assigned to Cuba, and Dwight W. Morrow, Ambassador to Mexico, who com- 
plete the American representation.

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Navy Notes 

THE airplane carrier Lexington has 

been assigned to the Aircraft Squad- 
rons, Battle Fleet, with the U. S. S. 
Saratoga, and will proceed to the west 
coast as soon as necessary stores, fuel, 
and equipment are obtained. After leav- 
ing the Boston Navy Yard, the Lexing- 
ton will proceed to Newport, R. I., to 
obtain equipment. Before sailing for the 
west coast, the Lexington will embark 
at Hampton Roads the aircraft and 
aviation personnel assigned to this new 
carrier. The Navy Yard Bremerton will 
be the home yard of the Lexington and 
San Pedro her home port. 


The Bureau of Navigation’s policy, in 
regard to alternation of sea and shore 
duty for enlisted men has been, for many 
years, that none should be assigned 
shore duty until after six years’ con- 
tinuous service in the Navy and there- 
after, in the proportion of two years on 
shore to six at sea. 

Excessive turnover has lowered the aver- 
age length of service in certain ratings to 
such an extent that it has become impossi- 
ble to adhere to the policy of requiring six 
years’ continuous service before first assign- 
ment to shore duty. 

In certain ratings, also, the proportion of 
shore billets to the total number of men in 
the rating in the Service is so large that 
the proportion of two years ashore to six at 
sea cannot be followed. 

The Bureau has decided to modify the 
present requirements of length of sea duty 
to meet the conditions outlined above, as 
follows: 

(a) Tour of shore duty for all 
shall be two years; 

(b) Before becoming eligible for shore 
duty after first enlisting, or after previous 
tour of shore duty, men shall have served 
continuously at sea six years for all ratings, 
except the following, in which the number 
of years sea service actually served in the 
rating shall be as indicated: 

Chief boatswain’s mates, 3; chief gunner’s 
mates, 4; chief torpedomen, 4; chief signal- 
men, 5; chief radiomen, 2; chief carpenter's 
mates, 5; chief printers, 3; chief yeomen, 2; 
chief storekeepers, 3; chief pharmacist’s 
mates, 2; band masters, 2; chief commissary 
stewards, 3; radiomen, Ist class, 2d, 3d, 2; 
printers, Ist class, 2d, 3d, 3; yeomen, Ist 
class, 2d,3d,3; storekeepers, Ist class, 2d, 3d, 
3; pharmacist’s mates, Ist class, 2d, 3d, 2; 
first musicians, 2; musicians, Ist class, 2d, 
2; commissary stewards, 3; ship’s cooks, 
Ist class, 2d, 3d, 2; all aviation ratings, 2. 

These are the minimum sea duty require- 
ments for eligibility for shore duty. Actual 
assignments to shore duty will be made 
from the eligible list as vacancies occur.

HE annual meeting of the Navy 

Mutual Aid Ass’n was held at the 
Navy Department in Admiral Cowie’s 
office on Tuesday, January 10, 1928, and 
the following named officers and resi- 
dent directors were elected for the year 
1928; with a list of non-resident direc- 
tors at all stations and on board all flag- 
ships.

The annual report of the secretary and 
treasurer, Rear Adm. T. J. Cowie, U. S. N., 
was read and approved. 

The report is most remarkable as it 
shows that since June, 1920, when the 
association, after 40 years, had but 1,311 
members, 5,701 new members have been 
recruited. The total net membership in 
good standing on Dec. 31, 1927, was 6,107, 
a net increase from 1920 of 4,796. 

The total amount of one assessment from 
each member in June, 1920, was $4,116.37, 
with the total amount of one assessment 
from each member Dec. 31, 1927, was 
$13,980.54. 

The assets in June, 1920, were $65,757.22, 
and on Dec. 31, 1927, $518,030.31. 

From an insurance standpoint in 1920, 
the total for the 1,311 members, with the 
benefit at $4,116.37, amounted to $5,396,- 
561.07, while on Jan. 1, the total for 6,107 
members, with the benefit at $7,500, the 
protection amounted to $45,802,500 an in- 
crease during the past seven years of 
$40,405,938.93. 

The average age since June, 
been reduced from 46.07 to 36.92. 

The cost prior to reaching the $5,000 

maximum, fixed at organization in 1879, 
and which was reached in 1922, was one 
full assessment according to age for each 
death, while the actual cost during 1927 was 
but 32 assessments for 56 deaths. 
_ The members paying by allotment were 
increased during 1927 from 4,544 to 5,076, 
and the Admiral renewed his recommenda- 
tion that all members pay by the allotment 
system. 

During the year the membership voted 
to stabilize assessments on six per thou- 
sand dollars benefit and to retain the benefit 
at $7,500. 

This stabilization of assessments prevents 
the increase of assessments in future years 
and provides a dividend in the way of an 
increase pro rata share from the Reserve 
Fund, which pro rata share is paid the 
beneficiary in addition to the $7,500 benefit 
as well as all advance assessments to the 
member's credit. The full amount is wired 
or cabled immediately fo the beneficiary 
no matter where located. 

The stabilization at six assessments per 
thousand dollars benefit is by all means the 
most important amendment ever adopted 
by the association, and places it on a firmer 
basis than ever before, while at the same 
time it provides additional benefit for all 
beneficiaries and is not the actual cost. 

The Reserve Fund was increased during 
the year from $162,991.71 to $235,576.86, 
while the Benefit Fund was increased from 
$265,189.97 to $279,328.92. The net increase 
for the year being $83,460.51. 

Bonds, at the end of 1926, were $336,000, 
which during the year, was increased to 
$461,000, this being the face value: the 
market value as of Dec. 31 being $473,- 
361.18, a gain of $12,361.81. 

After an informal discussion of the affairs 
of the association the members, by a rising 
vote, gave Admiral Cowie a vote of thanks 
for his good work and untiring efforts in 
behalf of the association.

Nicaragua Drive Prepared 

With the avowed object of “eliminat- 

ing Sandino from the otherwise 
peaceful Nicaraguan horizon before the 
elections on August 2” more than a 
thousand Marines are en route to Nica- 
ragua to reinforce the 1,400 on duty 
there. 

Major General John A. Lejeune, whose 
sudden decision to make a personal trip 
of inspection of the entire troubled area 
was announced late January 6, sailed 
with the contingent from Charleston, 
S. C., and will visit many of the Marine 
Corps detachments, possibly going as far 
inland as Quilali, the present center of 
bandit activities. He will go from there 
to the West Coast to inspect the San 
Diego base. 

With reinforcements en route, Colonel 
Gulick is concentrating his forces 
against Sandino, withdrawing detach- 
ments in peaceful areas, and replacing 
them with landing forces from vessels 
of the special service squadron. 

Several clashes with the bandits have 
been reported and one instance has oc- 
curred where fourteen members of the 
native national guard, headed by their 
sergeant, deserted to Sandino’s forces. 





Cited for Gallantry 


Six officers and 12 enlisted men of the 
Marine Corps and Navy were cited 
by Col. L. M. Gulick at Managua this 
week for gallantry in action in the cap- 
ture of Quilali. The citations included:

Army Promotion Discussed 
(Continued from First Page) 
many times not only in added accom- 
plishment through added incentive, but 
particularly in the emergency of war 
when it is necessary to have well trained 
officers who have been taught the duties 

of higher command. 

The Committee of which I am Chair- 
man will undoubtedly want the views of 
the members of the General Board, and 
will also desire to hear other officers 
qualified to give pertinent information, 
aind I am sure every member of the 
Committee will agree with me in the 
statement that every opportunity will 
be given for the presentation of com- 
petent evidence on the subject before 
final action is taken on this or any other 
measure of such scope. 

The retirement features of the bill 
as respects thirty-five and forty year 
retirement seems reasonable and fair. 
The proposition of giving officers a cash 
allowance in lieu of retirement is en- 
tirely new and calls for complete in- 
formation and thorough study. The cre- 
ation of a General Personnel Board is 
also a comparatively new idea, and the 
duties of that Board as suggested in 
H. R. 7743 are very comprehensive. 
There is and will be a considerable dif- 
ference of opinion on the subject, as also 
the suggestions for examination for pro- 
motion and the taking from the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of War of the re- 
sponsibility of final determination in 
Class B cases. 

This latter subject was discussed 
thoroughly during the consideration of 
the Army Reorganization Act, and it is 
safe to say Congress will insist that 
any officer placed in Class B shall have 
a final appeal to the highest executive 
authority. . 

The final provision of the bill which 
does something for the lowest rated en- 
listed man will meet with hearty ap- 
proval, it would seem. I believe every 
enlisted man in the Army should feel 
that he has a certain prospect for ad- 
vancement if he proves himself to be a 
good soldier, even in addition to the op- 
porunities he already may have. 

Other suggestions in the bill for the 
appointment of the Chiefs of some of the 
branches, for tre promotion of Assistant 
Chiefs, and so forth, call for careful con- 
sideration, and it is not possible at this 


time to predict what action Congress 
may take thereon. 
Altogether the various suggestions 


contained in H. R. 7743 are of such a 
nature as to call for most careful study 
and consideration, and undoubtedly the 
members of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs will bear out the state- 
ment that careful study combined with 
public hearings and discussion will be 
accorded this measure or any other af- 
fecting the Army so vitally before and 
if action is taken.

Every combatant branch of the Army is 
represented by training detachments ex- 
cept the Infantry, the largest and basic 
branch.

Construction of a World War Memorial 
Building to contain an exhibit of World 
War military relics, etc., and an audi- 
torium capable of seating the entire 
Academy command is also recommended. 
This building to be eventually erected 
upon the present site of the old West 
Point Hotel, at an estimated cost of 
$2,000,000. 

Specific items listed in the proposed

Quartermaster Stables and Wagon Sheds, 
$150,000; new Service Detachment Bar- 
racks (250 men)) $250,000; new Band 
Barracks and new Band Practice Room, 
$250,000; Enlisted Men’s Quarters, $150,- 
000; new Post Exchange, $50,000; New 
Barracks for Q. M. C., M. T. C., C. A. C., 
Signal and Ordnance Detachments (144 
men), $200,000; Infantry Barracks, $100,- 
000; School House (Grammar and High 
School), $125,000; Gas Works, $200,000;

iv WAS WISE of the President and the Secretary of the Navy to recommend the 
creation of a Commission of civilians and retired naval officers to investigate 
the entire submarine situation. It was equally wise of the Congress to adopt their 
recommendation. A condition almost approaching hysteria has engulfed the poli- 
ticians, who are ghoulishly seeking public notice in connection with the country- 
wide sentiment aroused as a result of the tragedy of the S-4. A man like Congress- 
man La Guardia, who made a personal investigation on the scene of the disaster, 
sought to stem the tide against the Navy by describing the thorough and exhaustive 
methods employed to rescue the doomed officers and men and to recover their bodies. 
But it was clear that his effort would prove fruitless and that a partisan investiga- 
tion was impending which would have brought the Service into Presidential politics 
and perhaps have militated against the adoption of the Wilbur naval construction 
program. 





HE COOLIDGE COMMISSION, of course, will be given every bit of information 
in the possession of the Navy Department. Submarine officers will be called 
by it and will not be restricted in any way in their testimony. The devices which 
have been adopted for the safety of the officers and crews, the precautions which 
are required in connection with operations, the reasons for the tests upon the course 
near Provincetown the grounds for the establishment of bases at their present loca- 
tions, etc., will be described as fully as the Commission desires. We shall hope that 
the Commission will hold public hearings. Certainly, the Navy has nothing to 
sonceal, and, in fact, it is its earnest desire to have the people thoroughly informed 
on every possible aspect of submarine construction, protection and operation. 


N THIS CONNECTION, we have been following attentively the movement inaugu- 
rated by Col. Walter C. Cole, Spec. Res., of Detroit, Mich., to have the 1,400 
Chambers of Commerce of the United States create National Defense Committees. 
Already quite a number of these members have formed such Committees, and the 
National Chamber of Commerce will do likewise with a distinguished list of 
members. These Committees will keep in touch with the defense needs of the 
Nation. They are so distributed that they will have close contact with Army posts 
throughout the country and naval stations and ships at the sea-board. Hereto- 
fore, business men have gotten their information from newspapers or orally from 
friends, and they have consequently jumped to conclusions which frequently are 
unjustified. Through their National Defense Committees, which the War and Navy 
Departments should keep advised of developments, they will be able to get the 
facts. We congratulate Colonel Cole upon his idea and we foresee closer relations 
between business communities and the services. 


THE ADMINISTRATION WILL not, of course, withdraw our Marines from 

Nicaragua, in spite of the sniping which is being done in Congress and by 
various newspapers. To do so would be to work infinite harm to American prestige 
and lead to consequences far worse than those entailed by the losses unfortunately 
the inevitable accompaniment of a guerrilla campaign. If the President were to 
direct the abandonment of Nicaragua, it would mean death and suffering and ruin 
to many natives who have yearned for an opportunity to live their lives in safety 
and under conditions of peace and order. For the United States, it would mean 
2 serious blow to our power and the respect in which we are held in Mexico and 
from Mexico to Patagonia. When the United States built the Panama Canal, the 
Carribean Sea became of vital strategic importance to us. It became our duty 
to give moral support to peaceful government in Central America, and thus to 
promote the development, commercial, economic and political, of the backward 
states of that region. Moreover, Europe, which has no longer any desire to violate 
or even infringe the Monroe Doctrine, has placed squarely upon us the responsibility 
of protecting its nationals and their interests. If we refuse to care for them, 
Great Britain certainly will feel that she is free to act, and for the British there 
is nothing more important than the protection of their representatives, official and 
civilian, in foreign lands. Again, the day is coming when we must build the 
Nicaraguan Canal. The fact that General Lejeune has gone to Nicaragua is 
evidence of the determination of the Admistration not to withdraw, but to push 
military operations with a view to the early restoration of peace and order. 

In the meantime, the country can rely upon the Marines to do their job and 
do it well. ——_—_——_——_—_-. 
EN INITIATING LEGISLATION to remove the discrimination made by the 

Joint Service Pay Act against the Commissioned Warrant Officers of the 
Navy, the Navy Department is taking steps toward correcting an_ injustice. 
The Secretary of the Navy has sent the proposed legislation to the Bureau of 
the Budget, as he is required to do, and it is difficult to see how that Bureau, 
with proper regard for the facts of the situation, can do aught but give its 
approval to what the Navy Department has proposed. These officers, practical 
specialists of the Navy, are indispensable to it; never more so than today. 
Congress long ago fixed their pay status and promised to maintain it, a fact 
which, probably through inadvertence or misunderstanding, the Pay Act 
ignored. Five years ago, shortly after the Pay Act became law, the then Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation stated to the Naval Committees that the condition in which 
that Act placed these officers should be, and doubtless would be, speedily remedied; 
and since then the Secretary of the Navy has advised the Committees on no less 
than six different occasions that the condition of these officers needed remedying. 
But nothing was done. Recently, the American Legion, the Spanish War Veterans, 
and numerous other powerful patriotic societies interested in the national defense, 
have called upon Congress to correct the injustice. The Army and Navy Journal, 
in line with its policy that the first care of the Nation is just consideration for the 
personnel of the Army and Navy, has at all times pointed out the inequalities in 
the Pay Act and has urged the Department to initiate and Congress to enact re- 
medial legislation. The Department has acted; Congress, it is believed, stands ready 
to act; we cannot but believe that the Director of the Budget will consider this pro- 
posal, with a view to maintaining the high morale of all Navy personnel and with 
an acute sense of justice for those for whom justice has been so long delayed.

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Secretary Wilbur Outlines Navy 20- Year Construction Program 


ECRETARY OF THE N E NAVY cuRTIS | 

D. WILBUR in a_ comprehensive 
statement before the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee Jan. 11, outlined the 
Navy’s Building Program. He stressed 
the fact that the program was based 
on the naval needs of the United States 
and was not in any sense competitive. 

Salient extracts from his statement 
follow: 

The bill now before you authorizing the 
construction of 25 cruisers, five aircraft 
carriers, nine destroyer leaders, and 32 
submarines, is a part of the carefully pre- 
pared construction and replacement pro- 
xram developed by the General Board of 
the Navy and approved by the Secretary 
of the Navy. In the preparation of this 
program the General Board has primarily 
considered the need of this Government for 
its naval defense. It is true that in de- 
termining this need the General Board at 
all times has taken into consideration the 
condition of other navies and their con- 
construction and replacement program so 
far as they are known to us. With the ex- 
ception of aircraft carriers, the classes of 
vessels whose construction is authorized 
by the bill now under consideration are 
not limited as to total tonnage by the 
Washington Treaty for the Limitation of 
Naval Armament. Every signatory power 
to that treaty, therefore, retains the abso- 
lute right to build ships in these classes 
of vessels solely with reference to its own 
determination as to its own needs and 
without reference or relation to the num- 
ber or total tonnage of such ships con- 
structed by any other power. * * * 

The President is opposed to competitive 
building. Congress has also manifested its 
unwillingness to engage in competitive 
building by carefully restricting its au- 
thorizations for new construction and its 
appropriations therefor were well below 
the treaty ratio with reference to the 
other signatory powers, so far as the facts 
could be ascertained That is to say, we 
have not even undertaken to maintain the 
treaty ratio in the unlimited types of ships 
by building up to that ratio even though 
we recognized our need for such ships. We 
have not engaged in competitive building 
of warships and do not intend to do so, 
Inquiry concerning the strength of other 
naval powers is germane to the question 
of our own construction, not only because 
of the fact that we have always had in 
mind the limitation of all types of ships 
by mutual agreement and therefore did 
not desire to acquire a large tonnage 
which might have to be scrapped, but also 
because we are desirous that other nations 
should be fully advised by our conduct 
that we did not intend to enter into com- 
petitive building. This was made manifest 
by carefully restricting our tonnage below 
that projected by other powers. 

The program we are now presenting to 
Congress is in no sense competitive but 
is based upon the need of our Navy as it 
is determined by the Secretary of the 
Navy upon the Technical advice of the 
General Board of the Navy. We do not 
ask you to build a certain number of tons 
of each type of vessel for the reason that 
Great Britain has that number of tons or 
because to do so would bring us up to 
parity with Great Britain, nor do we ask 
you to construct a certain amount of ton- 
nage in order that we may be on the 5-3 
ration with Japan. The need for the 
treaty type of cruisers was at once recog- 
nized by all the powers signing the Wash- 
ington agree ment and construction of this 
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type of ship was commenced by all the 
other treaty powers, before we began such 
construction. By their building programs, 
they expressed in unmistakable terms 
their judgment of their own needs in this 
type of ship. 

It is manifest that this judgment was 
not based in any degree upon ships of this 
class already constructed or to be con- 
structed by us. Their program was not 
based upon any ratio with this nation; it 
was unrelated to any building program 
advanced by us. The question that we 
naturally ask ourselves is this “If these 
nations need the number of ships of this 
class which they have built, are building, 
and propose to build; how many ships of 
this class does this Government need for 
its fleet?” That question has been an- 
swered by the General Board by the num- 
ber stated in this bill: 25 cruisers in addi- 
tion to the eight cruisers of the Pensacola 
and Salt Lake City class, and the 10 al- 
ready constructed of the Memphis class, 
43 cruisers in all, having a total tonnage 
of 396,000 standard tons. This cruiser ton- 
nage of first-class light cruisers repre- 
sents the judgment of the General’ Board, 
approved by the Secretary of the Navy, as 
to the needs of this nation. * * * 

Future naval wars must be fought 
largely by vessels completed at the begin- 
ning of the war, although destroyers, sub- 
marines and converted merchantmen which 
may be built or armed during the war 
may be employed therein if it is prolonged. 
Great Britain announced at the Geneva con- 
ference that she needed about 600,000 tons 
of vessels of the cruisers class for the pro- 
tection of her trade routes, her broad lines 
and her overseas interests, This, she felt, 
was the minimum of her needs below which 
she was unwilling to limit herself. At $1,600 
to $1,700 per ton for ship and armament, 
the prices we estimate vessels of the 
10,000 tons cle ss will cost us, the tonnage 
proposed by Great Britain as necessary for 
her defense in this type of ship if dupli- 
eated by us would cost approximately 
$1,000,000,000, Her cost of construction, 
however, is about 60 per cent of ours, 
making the cost to Great Britain of her 
program for eruisers alone about $600,000,- 
000. At Geneva, Great Britain expressed 
her unwillingness to agree with us on the 
limitation of 600,000 tons of cruisers, but 
we felt, in view of our needs, that such an 
agreement would be no limitation at all. 


Britain Balked at Geneva. 

Our original proposal at Geneva was for 
cruiser tonnage of between 250,000 and 
300,000 tons, a tonnage less than we felt 
necessary for our fleet. We were willing 
to accept the hazard of building a less ton- 
nage than we needed if the other powers 
would accept similar hazards. Great Brit- 
ain was not willing to accept this limita- 
tion but felt her needs for the large ton- 
nage of cruisers she proposed to be im- 
perative for the protection of her national 
interests. The insistence of Great Britain 
and of her naval experts and of her dele- 
wates at the Geneva Conference upon her 
absolute needs for a large tonnage of 
cruisers, regardless of the Naval program 
of other powers, is most persuasive evi- 
dence that we also have definite needs for 
cruiser tonnage, regardless of the program 
of other powers, if we are to have a well- 
rounded fleet for our defense, and also that 
such a program for us is in no sense 
competitive. 

Capital ships require submarines and de- 
stroyers and aircraft for their protection 
against enemy submarines. Destroyers in 
turn require cruisers for their protection 
against enemy cfuisers. Thus, the battle- 
ships or capital ships of the fleet retained 
by us require for their protection and 
operation submarines, destroyers, cruisers 
and aircraft. Those needs are in a sense 
absolute, and in another sense relative. 
That is to say, just as a battleship needs 
armor and guns, so it also needs sub- 
marines, destroyers, cruisers and aircraft 
for its protection. A fleet of battleships, 
therefore, requires for operation with it 
and for the defense of its battleships, a 
sereen of destroyers, submarines, cruisers 
and aircraft. A certain number of these 
are necessary regardless of the enemy 
force, provided always that the enemy has 


some submarines, some destroyers and 
some cruisers, for enemy submarines, 
destroyers or cruisers, making torpedo 


attacks upon battleships in the night time 
or during times of fog or low visibility, 
menace the life of the battleship, and, 
therefore, menace the naval defense of the 
nation. It is estimated by the General 
Roard that for operation with the Battle- 
ship fleet, and as a part of that fleet for 
screening and scouting, 26 10,000-ton 
cruisers are needed. 

In addition to that need, we also need 
other cruisers for the protection of our 
merchant marine on the high seas against 
enemy cruisers, destroyers or submarines, 
operating against merchant ships. For 
the protection of our coastal trade routes 
and lines of communication with the fleet, 
it is estimated that 15 additional cruisers 
are needed. Two others are required for 
destroyer flagships, making 43 in all. 
These cruisers are needed by us to round 
out our Navy as a defensive organization, 
without reference to the relative strength 
of other navies. This program does not 
cover all the foreign interests or trade 
routes of this nation, but represents a 
conservative estimate of actual needs. 

It is believed by the Navy Department 
that to build enough cruisers to effectually 
protect all our overseas commerce would 
be too great a burden upon the nation in 
its peacetime activities. We would rather 
accept the hazard of the possible destruc- 
tion of some of our overseas commerce 





than to bear the burden of building all the 
ships theoretically necessary to protect 
such foreign trade. We do believe that the 
number of cruisers proposed in this bill is 
a reasonable burden to be assumed by our 
Government for the protection of its vital 
interests and that if the building program 
here presented is carried out and supple- 
mented by a continuous building and re- 
placement program designed to spread the 
cost of such construction uniformly over 
a period of 29 vears, and if this “wilding is 
systematically and continuously kept up 
in the future, the danger of war and 
therefore of the destruction of our over- 
seas commerce will be greatly minimized if 
not entirely met. America needs a first- 
class navy. 
Destroyer Leaders Needed. 

Destroyer Leaders: Without further 
elaborating upon the question of our 
needs it should be noted that we are ap- 
proaching the time when replacements of 
destroyers will be necessary. If we as- 
sume the age of a destroyer to be 16 years 
then we must soon begin a large replace- 
ment program for destroyers. We have 
no destroyer leaders and the building of 
these destroyer leaders is not only neces- 
sary for the rounding out of the fleet but 
will obviate the necesssity of replacing 
some of our older destrovers. Our re- 
placement of destroyers will be below our 
present tonnage. It should be noted with 
reference to our destroyers that a large 
number of them are in decommissioned 
status. The endeavor of the department 
has been to keep these ships in good con- 
dition. We have asked appropriations for 
that purpose. Considerable amounts have 
been spent on them and a larger expendi- 
ture will be necessary to put them in con- 
dition. They are not “rotting at the dock” 
but are subject to constant and _ skillful 
care. While they have not had the wear 
and tear of actual operation they have 
been subject to deterioration by the ele- 
ments and to the greater hazard of obso- 
lescence due to the rapid development of 


naval science. At the present time we 
need new destroyers less than new ships 
of other types, because we have more 


destroyers in reserve, but any compre- 
hensive building program must look for- 
ward to the replacement, within the next 
20 years, up to our need in this type of 
ship. 

Submarines: We have a large tonnage 
of submarines and are in excess of the 
5-3 ratio in this class if we take into ac- 
count every submarine owned by the Gov- 
ernment and at present operable whether 
obsolete or obsolescent. We need the 
large type of fleet submarine, larger than 
the S-boats and smaller than the V-boats, 
and the proposal for 35 submarines is 
based upon the plan of building the types 
of submarines we now need. 


Bill In General Terms. 

In presenting the form of bill now before 

you the department has departed from the 
usual form of such legislation in that we 
have omitted the maximum price for the 
particular ships, and have omitted any 
description of the ship or its characteris- 
tics. Under the budget plan an authori- 
zation is essential before appropriations 
can be presented through the Budget to 
Congress and such authorization does not 
become effective until appropriation is 
actually made to carry it out. In view 
of the treaty limitation upon the cruiser 
class of ships to 10,000 tons and eight- 
inch guns and the natural limitation upon 
the destroyer class and the submarine 
class, it is felt that the characterization of 
“cruisers,” “destroyer-leaders” ‘and “sub- 
marines” is a sufficient legislative descrip- 
tion of the proposed ships. * * * 
The bill before you fixed no time for the be- 
ginning or completion of the ships therein 
named. This is in accordance with the de- 
sire of both the President and the Navy 
Department. The program as it will be 
developed before you is a five-year building 
program based upon a plan of equalizing 
the annual expenditures for the increase 
of the Navy so far as possible. Although 
the general plan is a five-year building 
program, an exact and concise limitation as 
to the beginning and completion of the 
ships in the program therein contained is 
not desirable nor wise. 

The General Board advises the Secretary 
of the Navy as follows: 

The program proposed, if carried out, 
will create a properly constituted fleet, 
will furnish sufficient strength to insure 
the protection of the legal rights of our 
citizens under international law, provide 
refuge in time of disorder, protect com- 
merce, preserve our ocean routes of trade, 
and provide adequate national defense. We 
have not such a fleet at the present time. 
Each postponement of the undertaking of 
essential new construction increases the 
already pronounced inadequacy of the 
fleet in certain respects, and extends the 
period of that inadequacy still farther into 
the future. Delay in building up the fleet 
to the standard of its requirements de- 
prives the country of an adequate na- 
tional defense for a period of years, and 
will entail extraordinary financial burdens 
in future years. Prompt adoption of the 
program proposed will result in a fleet 
adequate for national defense and will 
avoid excessive peak loads in future finan- 
cial demands. 

The General Board invites particular at- 
tention to a subordinate but very im- 
portant phase of the proposed continuing 
building program. The shipbuilding in- 
dustry of the country is an integral and 
essential part of our national defense. It 
requires stability of operations for tech- 
nical efficiency and for economy. The de- 
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sign and construction of naval vessels ig 
a special art. In the absence of steady 
employment on naval construction, the 
most competent specialists in the art are 
seattering to other employments. A 
naval building program such as proposed 
will help materially to conserve the ship- 
building industry, which is a strong factor 
in our national defense and prosperity. 

The General Board has examined in de- 
tail the present inadequacy of the fleet for 
national defense, and finds that the fol- 
lowing vessels are required, in addition to 
those in existence or for which initial ap- 
propriations have been made, to reenforce 
the tactical and strategic strength of the 
fleet: 10,600-ton airplane car- 
riers, submarines, leaders, air- 
planes. 

The program for cruisers will give the 
United States as soon as practicable the 
necessary cruiser strength. The lack of 
modern cruisers is very serious and con- 
stitutes the Navy's greatest weakness to- 
day. The demand for them from every 
strategical and tactical point of view is 
urgent. The efficiency of the fleet for bat- 
tle depends largely upon early informa-

tion both strategieal and tactical; upon 
ample provision for guarding the aurxilia- 


ries of the fleet, which in many cases must 
accompany it: upon ample provision for 
guarding the fleet and other essential 
lines of communication; upon ample pro- 
vision for supporting units of destroyers 
of the fleet in their offensive and defensive 
roles. For all of these purposes cruisers 
are essential. Every war game, whether 
piayed at the War College or carried out 
in practice on the high seas, emplosizes 
the need for an increased number of ves- 
sels of the cruiser type. The number 
called for is the result of the experiences 
of war and annual post-war combined 
fleet exercises and represents the con- 
clusions of commander-in-chief afloat and 
the General Board. In addition to the 
urgent need of cruisers for strategical and 
tactical employment with the fleet, there 
will in war be insistent demands for them 
te guard commercial lines of communica- 
tion, and to destroy enemy raiders. 
Flag Gains Prestige. 

Their duties in peace are of a wide 
variety, not the least of which is aid to our 
overseas trade. Our merchants and man- 
ufacturers must not only hold the foreign 
markets we have gained, but, as European 
conditions return to normal we must ever 
seek new markets for their output, if our 
prosperity is to continue. Showing the 
flag has a very marked influence upon 
their endeavors, and the measure of their 
success is influenced in no small degree by 
the prest which up-to-date and smart 
looking n ern cruisers create and foster. 

The cruisers recommended would be 
very largely replacements of obsolete ships 
now carried in a decommissioned status at 
various navy yards, as follows:

The newest of these second line cruisers 
would be beyond the age limit of 20 years 
before they could be replaced. These 22 
vessels all lack speed, gunpower, and a 
general fitness for modern naval service. 
They cannot be classed with the modern 
cruiser.

Destroyer leaders are required to pro- 
vide one for each squadron of 18 destroys 
ers. The tactical task of handling dee 
stroyers in action is of the highest ime 
portance and requires special facilities for 
communication, increased room for per- 
sonnel, and the equipment incident to 
their duties as flagships. Although de- 
Stroyers are used for this purpose at 
present, the efficiency of the squadrons as 
a whole suffers for the lack of squadron 
leaders. 

Submarines: The art of submarine con- 
struction and of submarine operation has 
advanced materially in recent years, so 
that it is now possible to operate sub- 
marines of suitable type for long periods 
at sea. This development is one which we 
cannot afford to nestect, since the possi- 
bilities which it opens up are specially 
valuable to the strategic situation of the 
United States All submarines, except 14 
will be more than 13 years old at the end 
of 1936; many will be worn out.

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Trans-Ocean Flights Planned 
By PORTER ADAMS, PRESIDENT, 
National Aeronautic Association. 

T IS the desire of the National Aero- 

nautic Association to do everything 
in its power to continue in a construc- 
tive manner the great aviation interest 
throughout the country inspired by the 
flights of Lindbergh, Chamberlin, Byrd, 
Maitland and Hegenberger, and others. 

It was suggested at a recent meeting 
of the Board of Governors that possibly 
the raising of a fund by the Association 
to sponsor one or more scieatifie trans- 
oceanic flights, to be made with all safety 
precautions known and only with the 
complete approval and co-operation of all 
Government aviation agencies, might be 
of genuine service in this regard. 

The Governors voted to rcier the mat- 
ter to the Advisory Board of the Asso- 
ciation which consists of: Honorable F. 
Trubee Davison, Assistant Secretary of 
War; Honorable Edward P. Warner, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy; Honorable 
William P. MacCracken, Jr., Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce; Honorable W. 
Irving Glover, Second Assistant Post- 
master General; Read Admiral William 
A. Moffett, Chief, Bureau of Aeronautics; 
Major General James Fechet, Chief of 
Army Air Corps; Dr. Joseph S. Ames, 
Chairman National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics; Charles F. Marvin, 
Chief, U. S. Weather Bureau, and Major 
General Mason M. Patrick, U. S. A., re- 
tired.

by Maj. Wendell Westover, Inf. Res., 
calling attention to the need for ade- 
quate preparedness.

“Therefore, be it resolved, that our con- 
gressional representatives be informed of 
the present inadequacy of appropriations 
for summer training camps and the con- 
templated reduction of almost°33 per cent 
for 1928-29 of the number of officers who 
can receive training, and further, that the 
national headquarters of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association be urged to focus atten- 
tion upon this situation, with the fervent 
hope that proper and adequate provision be 
made for the instruction of these citizens 
who have volunteered their time and serv- 
ices to the nation.” 

Attention was called to the fact that 
in the 389th Infantry of 80 officers who 
applied for summer training, 75 were 
allowed to go two summers ago; that 
last summer 85 applied and 60 were al- 
lowed to go and this summer with an 
increase in applications expected appro- 
priations are sufficient to train only 40.

Plane Procurement Told 


A speech by Assistant Secretary of 
War, F. Trubee Davison, before the Na- 
tional Republican Club of New York City, 
on January 7, which was read at the 
gathering, as Mr. Davison was unable 
to be present, told of the achievements 
of the Army Air Corps for the past 
year. 

In the speech the procurement situa- 
tion was outlined as follows: 

“In the first place, contracts were let for 
391 military planes of various types, includ- 
ing attack, bombardment, pursuit, observa- 
tion and cargo planes. 

“As rapidly as the factories can turn them 
out we are placing in service 80 observation 
planes, 19 amphibian observation planes, 76 
attack planes, 52 pursuit planes, 130 train- 
ing planes, 26 bombardment planes and 8 
cargo planes. 

“In addition, contracts have been pre- 
pared, but not as yet approved, for the con- 
struction of 62 observation planes and 21 
bombardment planes 

“I can truthfully say that with the devel- 
opment of new types of attack and bom- 
bardment planes, the Army Corps is getting 
highly efficient types of aircraft for its va- 
rious tactical units.”

FOR ARMY-NAVY COMPROMISE. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal. 
I AM one of the millions interested in the 

Army-Navy football game who has read 
what the papers have printed of the recent 
controversy. I believe I understand both 
the Army and Navy points of view, as well 
as the average nongraduate. 

Are not both the Superintendents of the 
Point and Annapolis entirely wrong in two 
things: First, failing to see that winning 
or losing the annual game means less than 
nothing provided the game is played fairly 
and honestly? Second, failing to see that 
compromise and cooperation are essential 
in the sister services? 

Suppose the day comes when the Army and 
Navy together face a Gallipoli. Whose is 
the responsibility for providing the landing 
boats, machine guns, wire cutters, water 
and care of wounded? Will it save any lives 
after failure to point triumphantly to regu- 
lations, or lack of regulations? There must 
be compromise and cooperation or there will 
be failure. 

About 35 years ago in a small town in the 
Middle West I used to see a 200-pound black- 
smith playing tackle on the State University 
team. After Thanksgiving he went back to 
his normal job of shoeing horses. We've 
gone a long way in sportsmanship in 35 
years. I am one who believes the spirit of 
fair play has done more than the letter of 
any eligibility rules to banish the village 
blacksmith from college teams. I believe 
that 35 years from now the professional 
coach will have been forgotten and with 
him will have passed the tragedy of the 
failure to win. There are many bases for 
compromise in the present circumstances, 
provided there is a spirit of cooperation. 
A four-year eligibility rule for both acade- 
mies is one basis. I propose a ballot to 
members of the Army and Navy Athletic 
Associations as follows: “I vote ‘or (or 
against) a board consisting of the Preisdent, 


Army Athletic Association; the President 
of Navy Athletic Association, and Judge 
K. M. Landis to decide the present contro- 


versy regarding the annual football game. 
I believe if Judge Landis could not serve, 
the Vice President or the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives would consent to 
be a member of this proposed board.

ARMY UNIFORM SUGGESTIONS. 
Rditor, Army and Navy Journal. 

OW that the matter of “wearing of the 

uniform” has been directed to the at- 
tention of the Army, permit me to express 
my humble views concerning a phase of 
this matter which 1 believe has a very 
distinct bearing on the morale of the sol- 
dier. 

Regulations permit an officer to attend 
functions and even shows at liberty the- 
tters in evening clothes, whereas soldiers 
are not given that liberty. While this may 
not appear to be of importance it is none 
the less a fact that the discerning soldier 
draws unfavorable conclusions therefrom. 
Kinlisted men attending soldiers’ dances on 
a post are required to be in uniform while 
officers attending dances may wear 
civilian evening dress. It is not uncom- 
mon to hear civilians remark about the 
absence of officers from social functions 
on a post, due to the fact that the casual 
civilian visitor does not realize that most 
of the gentlemen present in civilian eve- 
ning clothes are officers. 

During the summer, white uniforms and 
the white mess jacket are “permitted” for 
wear in the continental United States by 
officers attending social functions on an 
Army post llowever, the great majority 
continue to wear the rather informal 
civilian dinner jacket 

Is it not time that the “uniform” be 
worn by officers as well as soldiers while 
on the post and would not a mess jacket 
of dark blue broadcloth, similar to the 
old blue mess jacket, be more proper for 
winter wear in the evening by officers 
attenditg social functions? Such a gar- 
ment could be worn with the present black 
broadcloth trousers which are a part of 
the civilian evening dress attire and which 
are permitted for wear with the white mess 
jacket. 

The mess jacket is 
and comfortable os well. There are no 
“swallow tails” to sit upon and no Sam 
Brown belt to hamper one’s freedom of 
movement and endanger the woodwork 
upon which seated. 

It has also been found that the wearing 
of the distinctive regimental insignia on 
the lapels of the mess jacket is not ex- 
actly convenient for many reasons: 
especially in view of the sharp corners and 
projections on many of these insignia. 
Would not a more appropriate position be 
in the center of the “shoulder knot?” This 
would permit keeping both objects to- 
gether and facilitate their being attached 
to the uniform. Also with the adoption of 
the blue mess jacket it would eliminate 
damage to lapel facing which would result 
from attaching such insignia.

\p®. GRACE GRAVES HERRING, widow of Lt. Col. Ralph E. Herring, Coast 


Artillery, U. S. A., 


throws an interesting light on the subject of business pur- 


suits for women in a recent interview with our representative. 
Mrs. Herring has always been known as active in all patriotic movements, espe- 


cially those concerning the Army. 


During the life-time of her husband her work in 


these directions was chiefly with the Red Cross and Army relief, with, of course, the 
ever-present and absorbing post activities—and since her return to Washington, 
D. C., with the National Memorial Foundation. 

After the death of Colonel Herring, and pending the completion of her son’s 
education at Bishop Brent’s school at Baquoi, Manila, P. I., Mrs. Herring devoted sev- 


eral months to the study of the industries of China and Japan. 


She had always been 


extremely interested in the handicrafts of the various nations, holding the belief that 
through these modes of self-expression it is possible to reach a more perfect com- 
prehension of the personality and aims of a people than in any other way. 

It was not, however, solely as an abstract interest that Mrs. Herring undertook 
such intensive research into these various products, she had in mind a business enter- 


prise which she has since carried out. 


When her friends asked what she was planning, she replied “I think a little 


shop.” What for? 
and Whatnot?’” 


“Oh, Chinese rugs and embroideries, pina work antiques, jewelry, 
The word seemed a sort of inspiration, and today the charming 


little place on Connecticut Avenue, in Washington, that bears Mrs. Herring’s name is 


called “The Whatnot.” 


Mrs. Herring’s first venture began in her own home, an apariment on G Street, 
in the old Greely mansion, supplemented during the summer by a studio at Cape Cod. 
Some months ago, however, the growth of her business justified a move to more 
important quarters, and the transfer of her shop to Connecticut Avenue was accom- 


plished. 


When congratulated upon her success, Mrs. Herring modestly turns the subject 
aside, to dwell with heartfelt gratitude, not alone upon the sympathy and encourage- 
ment she has received upon all sides from her friends in the Service and the Army 
Relief, but upon very special assistance, in the first difficult days, without which she 
feels she could never have started at all, and for which she says her appreciation is 


simply beyond words. 


When asked if she recommends the sort of work in which she is engaged or 
outside occupation of any sort for the wives of officers stationed in Washington, Mrs. 


Herring expressed herself frankly, since she regards business seriously. 


She feels 


that no woman can do full justice to either home or vocational work when obliged 


to combine the two. 


The strain is too great to be successful in any commercial 


enterprise, especially in Washington (where business conditions differ from many of 
our large cities); it involves so great an expenditure of time and energy that there 
is not left sufficient to do justice to the home.

REPORT INQUIRY RESOLUTION. 
Y a vote of nine to eight January 12 
the Senate naval affairs committee 
ordered a favorable report on the reso- 
lution for an investigation of the S-4 
disaster as passed by the House. This 
provides for an investigation by a com- 
mission of experts named by the Presi- 
dent, two of them retired officers of 
the Navy and three from civil life, and 
is in accord with the recommendations 
of the President. .

Senator Swanson and Senator 
Walsh, of Massachusetts, indicated this 
would be done. Senator Walsh predicted 
the Senate would provide for an investi- 
gation into the facts by a subcommit- 
tee of the naval affairs committee.

U. S. EIGHTH IN BUILDING. 

New York (Special)—The United 
States dropped from fourth to eighth 
place among the nations in the building 
of merchant ships during the last quarter 
of 1927, while Great Britain was building 
more ships than all other countries com- 
bined, Lloyd’s register of shipping dis- 
closed today. 

United States was also eclipsed by Ger- 
many, Italy, Holland, France, Sweden 
and Denmark, Lloyd’s statistics revealed. 
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FINANCIAL DIGEST 
By A Market Expert. 
RELIMINARY reports just received 
by the Federal Reserve Board in- 
dicate that the volume of retail trade 
for December, 1927, was larger than at 
any previous time. Concerning this, the 


Board states: 

Sales in December for 437 department 
stores were 1 per cent larger than in De- 
cember of last year and sales of two mail 
order houses were 12 per cent larger. Sales 
of eight 5 and 10-cent chain stores were 10 
per cent larger than in December, 1926, but 
sales of those firms reflect growth in the 
number of stores as well as changes in the 
volume of trade. 

Reports from department stores by Fed- 
eral Reserve Districts indicate slightly 
larger sales than a year ago in all sections 
except in the Boston and Philadelphia dis- 
tricts, where sales were smaller, and in the 
Minneapolis district where they were ap- 
proximately the same as in December, 1926. 
The largest increases, amounting to 3.8 per 
cent and 5.4 per cent, were in the New 
York and Chicago districts. Of the total 
number of department stores reporting for 
the country as a whole, 227 reported larger 
sales, while 209 showed declines. 

For the year 1927 as a whole sales of re- 
porting department stores averaged 1.6 per 
cent larger than in 1926, those of mail order 
houses about 5 per cent larger, and those of 
5 and 10-cent chain stores were 10 per cent 
larger.

Pension Bills Introduced 

TTENTION having been called to the 

present inequalities in the pension 
laws through the columns of the Army 
and Navy Journal several bills have 
been introduced in both Houses of Con- 
gress providing for more equitable dis- 
tribution and allowances. 

Senator Tyson and _ Representative 
Reece, both of Tennessee, have intro- 
duced measures in the Senate and House 
respectively, Senate 2302 and House 
Resolution 8560. These two bills, while 
not identical, are very similar and pro- 
vide for the carrying out of the recom- 
mendations included in the report of the 
General Personnel Board establishing 
pensions for the personnel of the Regu- 
lar Army and Navy on a parity with 
those authorized by law for veterans of 
the Spanish-American War. 
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Promotion Hearings Begun 
EARINGS on the recommendations 
contained in the report on Army 
promotion by the General Personnel 
Board were begun by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs yesterday. 
Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick, retired, 
who was President of the Poard, was 
asked by Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, 
Chairman of the Committee, to make a 
statement on the procedure and findings 
of the Board. 

General Patrick’s statement was en- 
tirely of a general nature in which he 
gave a chronclogical history of develop- 
ments in the promotion situation of the 
Army. He said that, “in brief the Board 
recommends that promotion should be 
based on length of commissioned service, 
from 2nd lieutenant to Ist lieutenant at 
the end of three years, from 1st lieuten- 
ant to captain ai the end of 10 years 
and from captain to major at the end of 
17 years.” General Patrick further 
stated that the average normai service of 
an officer is about 40 years, as the 
average age of entering the service is 
about 24 year;, thus giving him 17 years 
in company grades and the -emainder of 
his service ir. the higner grades. He eim- 
phasized that over a period of years the 
bill proposed by the Board would actu- 
ally result in a financial saving to the 
Government and that the only additional 
cost involved would be the slight in- 
crease caused by the promotion of 2nd 
lieutenants to Ist lieutenants after three 
years. He stated that the actual num- 
ber of vacancies occurring per year were 
about 277 from all grades, that this was 
reduced because of the fact that about 
70 of that 277 were in the grade of 2nd 
lieutenant and about 66 in the grade of 
Ist lieutenant, thereby having no reme- 
dial effect whatsoever on the “hump” 
and leaving but an approximate 150 va- 
cancies tu be filled by promotion. 

At this point General Patrick was 
asked by Chairman Reed just what 
specific suggestions the Board had for 
increasing the rate cf atirition. Gen- 
eral Patrick stated that the first sugges- 
tion was to permit not to exceed one per 
cent of the officers to voluntarily leave 
the service each year and the second sug- 
gestion was a system of examination for 
promotion which would be based upon 
the following: A mental examination 
which would be entirely basic and which 
any officer should be able to pass, which 
would count for 40 per cent, and a re- 
view of the entire service record of the 
officer, which would count 60 per cent. 
These examinations would be ziven by 
local boards under regulations prescribed 
by the War Department and the result 
would be submitte1 to the General Per- 
sonnel Board who would select officers in 
accordance with the grading they re- 
ceived for separation from the Service. 

Strong opposition was voiced by sev- 
eral Senators to the fact that the pro- 
posed General Personnel Board should 
arbitrarily recommend a man for dis- 
charge and that no appeal could be made 
from the Board’s decision. Senator 
Bingham of Connecticut suggested that 
the bill be amended in such a manner as 
to allow men selected for separation to 
appear before the Board for hearings. 

At this point Senator Reed suggested 
that the Committee adjourn until 10 
o’clock this morning when General 
Patrick would be permitted to conclude 
his statement. 





ARMY-NAVY GAME RESOLUTION. 

Representative Linthicum of Maryland, 
has introduced a resolution in the House 
of Representatives calling for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of seven mem- 
bers, consisting of five members of the 
House of Representatives appointed by 
the Speaker, and of the Secretaries of 
the War and Navy Departments, to 
adjust the controversy between the two 
service academies.

Great Britain has, in addition to the 
above, an announced program of one De- 
stroyer Leader and eight Destroyers to 
be laid down in each of the years 1928 
and 1929. Japan has not announced 
further Destroyer building program. 

The program (which is not in conflict 
with the financial program of the Govern- 
ment) provides for nine Destroyer Leaders 
to help remedy the deficiency in this type. 

Although we are at present well above 
the 5-5-3 ratio with the British Empire 
and Japan in Destroyer types, our De- 
stroyers will soon start reaching the age 
limit of 16 years in large numbers.

At the present time we are 56,300 
under our Treaty allowance, 28,850 tons 
under our ratio with Great Britain and 
26,800 tons under our ratio with Japan. 

Our program, which is not in confiict 
with the financial policy of the Govern- 
ment, provides for the laying down of five 
aircraft carriers. If these are appropriated 
for and completed in 1936 we will have 
seven Aircraft Carriers with a total ton- 
nage of 135,000 tons (Langley must be 
scrapped when last carrier is com- 
missioned). 

The program as submitted contains 35 
submarines. If they are laid down at the 
rate of seven per vear during the years 
1929, 1930, 1931, 1932 and 1933 the United 
States will have 52 submarines of about 
84,000 tons in 1936, less than
